City station of the Pennsylvania rail 
TOM to greet the Bryan party was no 
as large as had been expected, l,00( 
people iu all, probably, paying their 
way to the ferry honso in order to so< 
the redoubtable orator from the west.

50 Jersey City policemen display every 
bit of their ability sud which was en 
thuaiastic to the core. It was a crowc 
that was quite as cosmopolitan in it 
nature as it was evidently Deinocrati 
ia its proclivities and sympathies.

Death of a Lumberman. 


CHICAGO,

reached here of the death of S. E. Mar- 
tin, the multi-millionaire lumberman 
of Chicago at Alma, Mich,

Most of tho 50 persons in tho building 


were at work in the machine shops of 
A. K. Warren & Company on the fifth 
floor of the building. 
Those who were 


first to reach the fire escapes succeeded 
in making their way down to the first 
floor lauding and from there jumped to 
the sideu-ulk. 
Those who 
followed 


found they were cur off by the flames 
and dense smoke which poured out of 
the windows below and escaped over 
the roof. 


One of the last men to make for the 


firo escape on the fifth floor was the 
foreman, William Gray. He was seen 
on the landing for a moment. He was 
followed by another man who was not 
rwopiized". Men on the roof shouted 
lor him to taka hold of a wire which 
they had let down, but they either did 
not" hear them or were too frightened to 
do anything, Flames suddenly shot up 
and drove the men on the roof back, 
and they then lost sight of tho men b«- 
low. 


When it shifted the charred and 


naked bodies of the two men were seen 
011 the fire escape as tho firemen played 
the hose into the building. 
Four alarms were turned in and for a 


time it looked as if everything on the 
block would burn. All traffic in that 
section of the city was suspended, as 
the hose crossed not only the surface, 
railways but the elevated as well. 
Eitrht or 10 explosions added to the ei- 
citemeut.

Dr. Bobert Fletcher in his "Anatomy 


of Art" and Dr. Lnigi Sambon having 
shown conclusively that Greeks and 
Romans must hav« had a good acquaint- 
ance with surgery, it seems strange that 
ia the jaediJETal European period there 
was dense ignorance and no skill in am- 
putation. Sword and Ltnce wounds were 
necessarily of constant occurrence then, 
and the treatment was mernile'ss. It has 
been shown before how there was among 
primitive people a fair acquaintance 
with surgery and even a knowledge of 
the refinements cf it, as in plastic opera- 
tions. The discovery of a manuscript of 
the eleventh century shows us con- 
clusively thas among the Arabs and in 
Syria a? the time of the first crusades 
there was a fair knowledge cf surgery 
and thaB the Syrians held in poor esti- 
mation the Prank doctor.

It i= a uhiicnltand intricate under- 


taking to have your washing done 
in Sweden. That is why well to do | 
people have washday onco a month j 
and poor people rub ont their clothes ; 
once a fortnight. 
Not that thej 


wear soiled garments, though, for 
they change threo or four times .t 
week and store the dirty clothes in 
great cheata, which are built into 
the attic for that purpose. At tho 
end of each month the wash is 
brought down and sorted out, accord- 
ius; to quality and condition. Then 
tho real struggle begins. Five or six 
women, professional washers, come 
in and begin to scour and rub. Each 
piece is put through this process in 
threo separate waters. Then they 
pour boiling water on the white gar- 
ments 13 tiroes in succession, and 
finally let them lie overnight in a 
weak lye made by pouring water 
through a bag containing soap and 
wood ashes. 


The next morning the tubs are 


placed on a sledge and drawn by a 
horse to tho public washbouse 
There tho women take garment aft- 
er garment and beat it with a pad- 
(ile, holding it with one hand in a 
trough, througfi which flows a 
itream of water. The wash is then 
put back into the tabs and hauled 
home. Two men now coruo in to 
help, and the work of bluing and 
rinsing begins. A groat tub, G or 


feet in diameter, is filled with 


indigo water. One man takes his 
place beside to turn the immense 
wringer, and the other stands ready 
to carry the tubs of clothes to the 
attic. Clothes rarely are dried in the 
open air in Sweden. Housewives are 
too tidy there to run tho risk of an 
extra speck of dust. 


When the clothes have dried, they 


are hauled away again to be ironed. 
Tho women who come in to do the 
washing usually are the wives of 
those who keep the ironing house, 
so that all the business is kept in 
tho family. From the ironers the 
washing comes home as smooth as 
the cheek of a su.Timer girl and so 
white it makes you think of a snow- 
drift, ";hile its fragrance is like that 
of sweet spring flowers. It is a tedi- 
ous and expensive process to got 
your clothes washed in Sweden, but 
when you receive them again they 
are free from the odor of fried ham 
or opium fumes so well known to 
the nose of tbo people here. — Chica- 
go Record.

SOT PAYABLE IH GOLD. 


In reply to a query whether any of 


the United States bonds were ever 
made payable in gold by any act of 
Congress, the Cincinnati Enquver 
says: 


There are no bonds of the United 


States, payable, either principal or 
interest, 4a gold. The history of our 
national bonds has been one of un- 
ceasing spoliation of the people of 
this country 
by 
the 
bondhold- 


ers. 
From 1861 to 1865 this 


country was engaged in a ter- 
rific straggle lor national 
exist- 


ence. 
Within 10 days after Ft. 


Sumter was fired upon every bank in 
New York -city suspended specie pay- 
mens 
Gold had fied. Our Govern- 


ment found itself with a great war 
on its bands, and money had to be 
raised la its dire perplexity it did 
two things 
It Issued greenbacks 


and made them lull legal tender. 
These greenbacks never depreciated 
in value. 
While the soldiers were at 


the front giving their lives to save 
their country there were other men 
who stayed at home and mide money 
out of the necessities of their coun- 
try. They procured a law making 
the next issue of greenbacks legal 
tender except for duties on impoits 
and interest on the public debt 
Immediately these greenbacks de 
predated in value because the very 
Government issuing them discrlm- 
ma ed against them, as that same 
Government is now discriminating 
against its silver money. Oar coun- 
try needed more money to carry on 
the war, and the Government issued 
bonds. These bonds were bought 
with depreciated greenbacks, worth 
on the average 60 to 70 cents on the 
dollar measured in gold and silver 
In other woida, the Government re- 
ceived 60 to 70 cents for its bonds 
Thessbonds were pay able in currency, 
that Is to say, in the same kind of 
money with which they had been 
bougut 
The bondhold rs here saw a 


ehanca to get something for nothing, 
anfl on March IS, 1869, they induced 
Congress to pass a law called "An 
Acs to Strengthen the Credit of the 
United States " This law provided 
that the bonds should be paid m coin, 
thus adding, at one stroke, thirty to 
forty cents to eacn dollar's worth of 
bonds 
The bondholders were still 


not satisfied, and In the refunding 
laws under which the old bonds were 
taken up and new ones issujdin their 
place, it was provided that the prin 
,ipal and interest snould be payable 
in coin. Coin at that time meant 
either gold or silver coin 
The bond 


holders now saw another chance to 
get something for nothing, and in 
1873 procured the passage of a law 
demonetizing silver, thus making 
coin mean gold, coin only 
This law 


Maca 100 cents on the dollar to the 
value of each bond, and from that 
lay to this bonds have been paid in 
gold alone, both principal and inter- 
est 
What has this meant to the 


>roducing classes of this country- 
;t has meant robbery under the form 
of law. It means that, although we 
have paid off obout one half of cur 
national debt, It will take as much cf 
ihe principal p~oduc's of cm farms 
and factories to pay tne balance as it. 
would have taken at the clo^e of the 
war to have paid the whole debt In 
other words, every cent we have thus 
far paid has been a present to the 
oondholdeis, and we owe them as 
much now as we ever did 
The go'd 


dollar Is still rising in value and It 
will, thetefore, be impossible for us 
ever to discharge our debt, e^peiially 
since the President has added $262, 
000,000 worth of bonds during his 
term 
The Republican party now de 


Clares that this legalized plundering 
of tne people at large shall continue 
until England who holds cnr bonds 
and f a j oeen lh3 beneficiary of these 
uBja^t laws, shall graciously permit 
ui to return to an honest dollar as 
the measure of values. If the peep's 
of this country can be made to under- 
stand the fearful outrages perpetrat- 
ed upon them during the pa^t thirty 
years they will arise In their just in- 
dignation and sweep any party advo 
caUng a continuance off the face of 
the earth.

Hence a flock of a dozen or less 
of dncks will go Quito a distance in 
keeping the family in the best of pro- 
vision. One very important item about 
the dnck is that, when properly cared 
for in a =mall flock, she will commence 
laying iu February or March and con- 
tinue for three or four mouths to pre- 
sent her keeper with a fine, large egg 
just as truly us the day conies aronud. 
The hen is satisfied to lay every other 
day, or even le=s, bnt die duck carries on 
active business every day. It is not a 
good plan to pen ducks in very large 
flocks. Twenty-five ducks to a pen is 
plenty, and 4 lively drakes abont right 
for the 25 ducks. During the laying 
season keep tho ducks confined during 
the forenoon, when the eggs will have 
been about all dropped, then set them 
at liberty during the afternoon. Duck? 
are great eaters, but luckily not over- 
particular. They seem to crave bulky, 
filling food, so boil roots for them, such 
as beets, c.irrots, onions, potatoes and 
turnips.
